Attending the report of A. Hirsh- 
heimer, chairman of the special wa­ 
terworks committee 
of the Board 
of Trade, a lively scrimmage was 
precipitated between Mr. Hlrshheim- 
er, and James T. Day, president of 
the Board of Public Works, at the 
meeting of the board last evening. 
For the committee, 
Mr. 
Hirsh- 
heimer suggested that the board ex­ 
pend three or four hundred dollars 
in Baking well points to exploit the 
feasibility of a well system of wa­ 
terworks for the city of La Crosse 
and in laying the foundation for 
this recommendation the chairman 
made statements that drew the fire 
of President Day and resulted in a 
rather acrimonious discussion. 
Mr. Hir&hheimer’g Position 
The gist of Mr. Hirshheimer s po­ 
sition was: 
(1) That the city administration 
has arbitrarily fixed upon the river 
as the proper source of a water sup­ 
ply. 
(2) That its 
investigation has 
been conducted, not to establish the 
relative, merits of a river system ann 
a well system, but to build up a de­ 
fense for the river system the adop­ 
tion of which had been arbitrarily 
decided upon by the administration

tem preferable, the administration 
officials had slipped away upon their

Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts, superin­ 
tendent of the National Reform Bu­ 
reau, w'ho lectures at a meeting at 
the Methodist church here tonight, 
has been made the center of a po­ 
litical row in Winona, the home of 
Congressman James A. Tawney. 
Rev. Crafts was speaking in the 
Central Methodist church there, the 
church attended by 
Tawney, and 
during his lecture 
he handed the 
standpat congressman a bunch that 
was plenty. 
He told his opinion of 
the record of the 
Cannonite con­ 
gressman. 
The bolt he 
launched 
has threatened to almost wreck the 
church, and was the occasion of a 
hasty apology by 
Rev. Doran, the 
pastor, who is a personal friend of 
Tawney. 
Rev. Crafts will not arrive in the 
city until 5:30 
this evening, 
so 
could not be secured for his state­ 
ment of the Tawney incident. 
The Dispatch, St. Paul, has sent a 
staff representative 
into Tawney's 
disrict to sum up the situation, and 
he finds that Tawney’s friends are 
pleading for his 
return 
on 
the 
ground he will be made speaker of 
the house, and that “this would be 
a fine thing for this district.” Mr. 
Tawney’s record is being carefully 
avoided whenever possible. 
Say his 
friends to the voters: “Jim will be 
the next speaker of the house. We 
can’t afford 
to throw him down. 
Think what it would mean to the 
district if he headed the house! Why 
that’s as big a job as being presi­ 
dent.” 
But on the other hand there are 
thousands 
who 
say “what do w’e 
care for a speaker of the House, 
if his representation 
is going to 
bring the First Minnesota 
district 
into disrepute before the nation.” 
Even Tawney’s 
friends 
admit 
Dodge, Filmore and Houston coun­ 
ties will go against him, but they 
bravely predict his victory, just as 
the national stand-patters 
bravely 
predicted victor*’ in 
Maine, which 
immediately 
went 
democratic 
in 
landslide fashion. 
Tawney’s friends 
are trying hard 
to play the demo­ 
crats against voting for Anderson, 
on the argument Anderson will be 
harder to defeat than Tawney, but 
it is not expected this will be very 
effective for the reason the demo­ 
crats can go into 
he primary and 
defeat Tawney, and 
will still be 
free to support their own candidate 
at the polls, and it is a cinch they 
would rather run the risk of having 
Judge Buck defeated by a progres­ 
sive, thai* by Taw’ney.
